PLANE MOTORS 
PRODUCE POWER

Pittsburgh, June 9 (AP)—-New air- 
plane engines which once consumed 
great quantities of gasoline but did 
no useful work during breaking-ln 
nm* now have been harnessed to 
produce electric power, it was dis­ 
closed Monday. 
Instead of Just burning up high- 
grade fuel, plane engines on test 
now can produce enough electricity 
to supply all machines and lights 
in the factories where the engines 
arc built, said R H. W right, a W est­ 
inghouse Electric Ar M anufacturing 
company engineer. 
"In this way. one airplane engine 
on test actually drives machine tools 
producing parts for other engines 
and at the same time saves elec­ 
tricity needed for other war factor­ 
ies." he said. 
The engines are run about half a 
day to limber them
